POLIOMYELITIS GERM CLASSIFIED 


New York, September 30.—A special 
dispatch to the Morning World from 
Boston, Mass., today says: 

The germ of infantile paralysis has 
heen definitely classified, thereby sim- 
plifying the task of science in its at- 
tempts to overcome the disease, Dr. 
W. L. Aycock, head of the Harvard 
Infantile Paralysis commission, said 
Sunday. The main problem now is to 
find a suitable animal to yield an anti- 
toxin. 

“The only animal which takes the 
disease appears to be the monkey,” 
said Dr. Aycock, ‘‘and the latter’s 
mortality is\so high that it is an un- 
satisfactory subject. When we discover 
the proper animal for serum purposes, 
infantile paralysis will be controlled.” 

Dr. Aycock pointed out that a some- 
what similar problem confronted sci- 
ence when the diphtheria germ was 


first isolated and finally it was found 
diphtheria serum could be made from 
the blood of the horse, 

“The infantile paralysis germ is too 
small to be detected even by the most 
powerful microscope,” Dr. Aycock said, 
but its presence was proved by evi- 
dence of growth. He denied that an 
infantile paralysis epidemic existed. 
He pointed out that in Massachusetts 
there has been one-fourth the number 
of cases reported this year as com- 
pared to 1916. 

“Parents need not worry,” he said. 
“Fatalities from automobile accidents 
are far greater than the number caus- 
ed by this disease. Many children who 
have once had the disease will not 
have it again.”

WOULD BUY POWER PLANT 


A new turn to the electric light situ- 
ation in town was given on Monday 
night when at a special meeting of the 
council, an offer was received from 
the Calgary Power company to buy the 
plant and furnish light to the town on 
a ten-year franchise basis. The aim 
of the company is to have a power 
line running from Calgary to Edmon- 
ton. In the meantime they would op- 
erate the plant as it is at present, put- 
ting in a larger engine if necessary. 
They would guarantee a rate of fifteen 
cents per kilowatt hour for about the 
first twelve months, expecting to have 
their line through by November next 
year, The rate would then be ten 
cents with a sliding scale of redue- 
tion for quantity consumption, 
The offer of the company is $14,000 
for the plant and equipment, This 
does not include the power house for 
which they would have no use after 
their line is constructed._-Leduc Rep- 
resentative.

We regret to report the death of}. 


Mr. Clifford E. Vaughn of his city, 
who passed suddenly away on Sun- 
day evening last at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Hugh J. Montomery. 

Mr. Vaughn was a real old timer, 
coming to Alberta with his family in 
1894 and homesteaded in the Lewis- 
ville district. He was born in.Oneida, 
New York, seventy-seven years ago, 
when six years of age moved with his 
parents to Illinois and later entered 
the service of the Chicago and North- 
western Railawy, transferring some 
years after to the Burlington. He was 
considered one of their best and most 
cometent:.-.locomotive ~ engineers,.-but{ 
owlng to injuries received in an acci- 
dent he was forced to give up railroad 
work, In 1903 he went to Minneapolis 
and engaged in the mercantile busi- 
ness, but after a short stay there 
moved to Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., where 
he accepted a position as chief eng- 
ineer of the blast furnaces in the Al- 
goma Steel Plant. Three years. later 
he was appointed superintendent of 
motive power with the Louisiana Rail- 
way and Navigation Co., with head- 
quarters at Alexandria and New Or- 
leans, but in 1914 again returned to 
Wetaskiwin where he has since re- 
sided. 

Mr. Vaughn was well-known through- 
out the province as a prominent 
Mason and member of the Order of 
the Eastern Star, and was also a mem- 
ber of the Old Timers’ Association of 
Alberta. 

Mrs. Vaughn predeceased him just 
one year ago, His son Clifford, who 
was transportation superintendent for 
the Kansas City Southern Railway, 
died in 1912, 

He leaves to mourn his loss his 
daughter Mrs, H. J. Montgomery, his 
sister Mrs. R. 18. Chureh, nid, Okla., 
and the following grandchildren: Mrs. 
Dorothy Breard, Chicago, Mrs. Paul- 
ine Wright, Houston, Texas, Mrs. Gra- 
ham Reid, New York, and Kenneth G, 
Montgomery, Isdmonton, 

The funeral took place from the 
residence of Mayor and Mrs. H. J. 
Montgomery on Wednesday — after:

PROSPECTIVE SURPLUS FADING? 


Calgary, Sept. 80.—While the pro- 
vincial treasurer, at the last session 
of the legislature, estimated that Al- 
berta would have another surplus for 
1927 amounting to $26,178, Premier 
J. &. Brownlee is not so certain the 
province's business is going to come 
out just that way. 

“We are going to find it} more dif_i- 
cult. to maintain the surplus this year,” 
said the premier on Thursday morn- 
ing, “owing principally to the loss of 
the revenue from the mine owners’ 
tax act and decrease in the returns 
from the suplementary revenue tax.” 

Blow From Courts 

It will be recalled that the courts 
have knocked out the mine owners’ 
tax act, from which an estimated 
revenue of $200,000 had been placed 
in the 1927 revenues, 

With regard to the supplementary 
revenue tax, Mr. Brownlee pointed 
out that the full effect of the de- 


creased assessments fixed by the 


board of revision would be felt this 


year, 

“The assessment throughout the 
province was reduced approximately 
one-third,” said Mr. Brownlee, “and 
while the loss of revenue from this 
cause last year was considerable, its 
full effect will be felt this year, 

“It is too early, however, to say 
definitely just what the effect on tho 
estimated surplus is going to be.” 

In 1925, the government estimated 
a deficit of $868,625.51 and wound up 
that year with an actual surplus of 
$188,019.54, due largely to returns 
from the Alberta Liquor Act. 

In 1926, the government estimated 
a surplus of $21,989.45 and wound up 
the year with an actual surplus of 
$17,800.53.

NEWSPAPER LAWS 

Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment, 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made, 

3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment, 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office, This 
follows the principle that a man must 
pay for what he uses.

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PREMIER BROWNLEE IS 
BANQUETTED AT 
LETHBRIDGE 


The Lethbridge Board of Trade gave 
a banquet on Friday night. to Premier 
Brownlee and other. guests, and in 
support of the Lethbridge Northern 
Irrigation project, 

The outstanding speech of the even- 
ing, said the Lethbridge Herald, was 
that of Premier Brownlee, who, just 
back from @ tour of Great Britain and 
the continental countries, breathed 
optimism for the future of Canada and 
Alberta. It was one of the best 
speeches Premier Brownlee ever de- 
livered anywhere at any time, and he 
was congratulated on every side fol- 
lowing the close of the banquet. The 
Herald's report says:— 


The Premier in opening his address 
referred in terms of elation to the 
heavy crops seen {In the stook during 
the day’s drive over the Lethbridge 
Northern, He said it was a source of 
pride and encouragement and an in- 
dication of the great: wealth which 
ultimately will flow from the project. 
“In the enthusiasm of the present sea- 
son of good crops,” he said, “we must 
not be unmindful of the teachings of 
experience. And experlence teaches 
us that under Irrigation the produc- 
tion of wheat alone is not the basis of 
permanent farm success, There must 
be more (diversification of production 
to guard against possible lean grain 
years, Wheat has its place, but other 
crops must be raised, and dairying 
must be developed to balance the farm 
policy. In all of these problems the 
setllers will find the help of the gov- 
ernment agricultural experts invalu- 
able, In all our elation, I want to utter 
a word of caution—Nature is not al- 
ways 80 bountiful as this year. Let 
saving and economy pave the way for 
poorer years, In the next ten years, if 
we look after agriculture, all other in- 
dustries will take care of themselves.” 


Mr, Brownlee felt that the project 
had gained a reasonable measure of 
success, which success was attribut- 
able to the co-operative partnership of 
the settlers on the land, the business 
men of the city of Lethbridge and the 
Government, He was confident the 
project was well on its feet now and 
that the years to come would witness 
a steady expansion along permanent 
lines, 

Liunching into the main body of his 
address, the Premier drew from the 
experiences of his recent tour in Great 
Britain and the Continent lessons of 
practical value to Canada and Alberta. 
First of all, he found in the mother 
country none of the expected chaotic 
aftermath of the war, Industrial con- 
ditions were ina healthy condition and 
the spirit met was one of optimism. 
Factories were resuming regular work 
everywhere, mining was recovering, 
shipping was active and the evidences 
of the dole system were'entirely lack- 
ing. Premier Baldwin had pictured 
tho Great Britain of ‘today rightly 
when he pictured it ag a country con- 
fident and virile, There were no evi- 
dences of decay, said Mr. Brownlee, 
but on the contrary many evidences of 
stability and prosperity. 


Similar conditions were observed on 
the Continent where the recovery from 
the veffects of the war is practically 
complete, Continental countries along 
with Mugland seem to be entering an 
era of prosperity, one ino whieh their 
purchasing power will be enormous. 
These conditions abroad furnish Can- 
ada with her opportunity, said the 
Premier, 

“The door of opportunity is swung 
wide open, wider than ever before. 
Canada and Alberta are greatly 
favored, and if the proper co-operative 
spirit is applied to the work of foreign 
trade development no one can predict 
What tremendous strides forward Can- 
ada will take in the next fey years,” 
said the Premier, “in Canada today 
we don’t Know what taxation means. 
In Great Britain the income tax alone 
is taking as high as 30 per cent of 
some incomes," 

Lower overhead costs and lower tax- 
ation levels as compared with all 
foreign countries, except possibly the 
United States, worked to the advan: 
tage oof the Canadian industrialist. 
Another favorable economic sign was 
the peace existing in Canada between 
capital and labor, and with markets 
everywhere awaiting development the 
present: was the hour for Canada to 
launeh out inoan Oxpinsion program, 

Cunada, said the Promier, is: stand: 
ing it a most favorable position, Every 
country outside of Canada has a farm 
problem that has been projected into 
polities, The Canadian farmers are 
setting on their feet rapidly and con- 
fident of their ability to make their 
farms pay. ‘The Sentiment found to- 
day is one of contentment and con- 
fidence in the future, In contrast. with 
this one finds in the Us, and abroad 
a widespread discontent in the rural 
communities and a resultant. shrink: 
age in farm: production, 

The position of Alberta, continued 
the speaker, was specially happy, All 
crops would substantial in- 
crease over the 1926 figures, and the 
cash retuyns from this "production 
would show an inerease over last year 
of probably $50,000,000 or a total of 
$800,000,000,

largely from wheat, and already, said 
the speaker, the borey was heard that

CANADA MAY HOLD THE 
OLYMPIC WINTER SPORTS 


There is considerable possibility 
that Canada will be the scene of the 
next Olympic winter sports—following 
those to be held at St. Moritz in Feb- 
ruary next, and the Federation Inter- 
nationale of Bobsleighing and Tobog- 
ganing is sponsor of the proposal. 
The A.A.U. of C. quite recently be- 
came a member of, the Federatign. 


The bobsleighing in connection with 
the forthcoming Olympics will take 
place on February 15 and 17 and the 
“skeleton” contest on the 16th, ‘The 
meeting of the Federation will take 
place at\St. Moritz on February 16 and 
Canada will be entitled to representa- 
tion. In fact, the oflicers of the Fed- 


eration are very anxious that our Do-. 


minion be represented, as the Federa- 
tion is desirous of securing detailed 
information as to the manner in which 
tobogganing is conducted here, as to! 
implements, type of races, stations | 
land courses, with the end in view of 
adding this feature to the sports super- 
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vised by the Internationale, which is 
representative of fourteen affiliated 
nations. 

Officers of the Federation ‘have ex- 
pressed themselves as being /partic- 
ularly happy to see Canada become 
affiliated, as they put it, “because you 
are masters from the point of view ‘of 
winter sports.” They are hopeful that 
in connection with the Olympic games 
when held in America the winter 
sports. will take place in Canada, in 
which would be included world’s cham- 
pionships in: bobsleighing, “skeleton,” 
“luge,” Canadian tobogganing and ski- 
ing. 

There is no national orpanization in 
the Dominion, on the roster of the A. 
A, U. of C. governing the sports being 
supervised by the International Fed- 
eration, though there are a great many , 
people interested and actively en- 
gaged, and the matter will be dis- 
cussed at the forthcoming meeting of 
the A.A.U. of C. In the meantime 
President McVicar is very desirous 
that clubs and individuals interested 
should communicate with Dr. A. S. 
Lamb, secretary of the A.A.U. of C., 
McGill University, Montreal, in order 
that the Union may have all available 
information at its disposal. 

The original course of the classic 
marathon at Athens, Greece, having 
recently been re-measured, has been 
declared to be 36,750 meters, and the 
Rules and Records committee of the 
International Amateur Athletic Fed- 
eration is considering the desirability 
of making this the Olympic distance. 
If so, the change will not become 
operative for next year’s games. 


METEOR FLASHES OVER 
LETHBRIDGE GIVING CITI- 
ZENS FIREWORKS DISPLAY 


Lethbridge, Sept. 30-—One night 
this week a huge meteor lighted up 
the district for a radius of more than 
10 miles, When within about 1,000 
feet of the earth, it burst into myriads 
of tiny bright stars that shot out in all 
directions in a variety of brilliant 
colors and landed a little east and 
about half way between Wilson Sid- 
ing and Stirling. 

According to the report of many 
who witnessed the strange phenomena 
—two of whom were two miles north 
of Wilson’s siding and another eye- 
witness near the Raymond sugar fac- 
tory—the light from the meteor was 
nearly as bright as day, and for the 
moment, huildings for many’ milegy 
were visible to the eye. 

The occupants of a car travelling 
down the Wilson Siding road stated 
that fine ashes from the heated ele- 
ments fell like rain on the top of the 
car. Many inquiries are being made 
as to the location of the huge molten 
mass which must have penetrated 
deeply into the carth somewhere near 
the points mentioned.

The rates have been falling 
steadily since a brief post war spurt. 


“They think they can’t afford it,” 
said Sir William Arbuthnot Lane, a 
leading surgeon, in discussing women’s 
alleged major responsibility for the 
falling rate. 

“Women expect very much more in 
the way of luxury than in the past, 
and that makes marriage expensive, 

“More luxury and less work is what 
they want. People today shirk work, 

“But we need not be afraid of the 
falling birth rate. It is far better for 
the future of the race to produce a 
few healthy, vigorous children than a 
number of feeble, stupid ones.”

Howson, president of the Pro- 
vincial Liberal Assoclation, 
GARNET WHEAT ON ORDINARY 
FARMS 

The widely discussed Garnet wheat 
made its first appearance on the open 
market in the spring of 1926 when 
some 14,000 bushels were distributed 
to farmers, Several hundred of these 
farmers have reported the results 
they obtained from the new variety to 
the Mxperimental Farms, and these 
results have been tabulated and dis- 
cussed in a new bulletin on “Garnet 
Wheat,” distributed by the Publica- 
tipns Branch, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Oltawa, From the point of view 
of yleld per acre the results of these 
open fleld) tests appear quite favor- 
able, In) Manitoba 202 farmers had 
an average yield for Garnet of 28,8 
bushels per acre. In Saskatchewan 
with 482 reporting, the average yield 
of Garnet was 27.8 bushels per acre, 
and for Alberta, on 212 farms, It was 
$L bushels. The yields obtained for 
Marquis on the same farmg was slight- 
‘ly less on the average but since the 
literengo in the latter case was much 
eee It is not possible to draw fair 


comparisons, 

Some of the farmers also reported! 
comparisons between the ylelds of 
Garnet and Ruby in’ which Garnet 
showed an everage supertority over 
the other wheat, In these tests Garn- 
et ripened, as a rule, from 5 to 10 
days ahead of Marquis, and in quite | 
few cases considerably more than 10 
days, The straw, whieh did) not ap-!
